Avoiding  the  Five  Costliest  Car  Repairs 


Want  your  car  and  yourmoney  to 
go  as  far  as  possible?  AAA  of  North- 
em  Califomia  has  advice  for  con- 
sumers on  how  to  extend  their  pay- 
checks as  well  as  the  lives  of  their 
automobiles. 

By  performing  scheduled  mainte- 
nance, being  alert  to  si^is  of  wear, 
and  changing  a  few  driving  habits, 
vehide  owners  can  help  save  them- 
selves the  money  and  trouble  asso- 
dated  with  the  repairs  below: 

1.  Engine  failure  -  $3,000  and  up: 
Rapid  acceleration  and  speeding 
wear  ou  t  an  engine  more  quickly,  as 
well  as  decreasing  fiael  efficiency,  so 
driving  less  aggressively  is  definitely 
good  for  your  bank  account  Let  your 
car  run  for  a  moment  before  you 
leavetoallowtheoiltowarmupand 
circulate.  Check  fluids  and  replace 
oil  on  schedule  according  to  the 
owner's  manual. 

2.  Transmission  -  $2,000  and  up:  To 
proted  your  transmission,  avoid 
quick  starts  and  hy  not  to  overload 
your  vehide.  This  places  more  stress 
on  the  b-ansmission  system  than  it 
wasdesigned  totake.  Don't  use  over- 
drive when  towing  for  the  same  rea- 
soa  Check  transmission  fluid  often 
and  add  more  whenever  needed. 

3.  Full  brake  system  -  $1,200  and 
up:  Quick  stops,  tailgatingand  riding 
the  brakes  are  all  bad  driving  habits 
that  shorten  the  life  of  your  braking 
system  and  add  more  risk  for  acd- 
dents.  Pay  attention  to  leaks,  noises 
ancf  smelfe  and'tafce  the  vefii'de  uito 
die  shop  if  you  notice  anything  ir- 
regular. Get  regular  inspections  of 
tiie  brake  system  to  check  wear. 


4.  Drive  line  repairs  -  $700  and  up: 
The  drive  line  indudes  axles,  drive 
shaft  and  joints  and  transfers  power 
from  the  engine  to  the  wheels.  To 
prolong  its  life,  avoid  fast  starts  and 
get  regular  inspections  to  nuke  sure 
itstays  lubricated  and  in  good  repair. 

5.  Suspension  -  $500  and  up:  Pre- 
vent damage  to  shocks  and  struts 
by  avoiding  potholes  and  rou^ 
roads,  stradciling  obstades  instead 
of  running  over  them,  and  by  slow- 
ing down  to  a  crawl  for  speed 
bumps  and  driveways.  Be  aware  of 
any  changes  in  steering  and  han- 
dling, and  bring  them  to  the  atten- 
tion of  your  automotive  technidan. 

"Vehide  maintenance  is  as  impor- 
tant as  putting  gas  in  your  car,"  said 
AAA  automotive  expert  Mark 
Woods.  'Today's  vehidesareexpen- 
aveand  very  sophisticated.

Q I  recently  applied  for  a  promo- 
tion which  would  require  me  to  go 
to  training.  My  supervisor  told  me 
he  would  love  to  put  me  into  the 
position,  but  that  the  company 
didn't  think  it  was  worth  sending 
me  to  training  because  I  will  prob- 
ably retire  soon.  I'm  only  62  and  I 
have  absolutely  no  plans  to  retire. 
Are  they  allowed  to  do  that?  -

A:  Uh  oh!  Sadly,  yours  is  not  an 
uncommon  situation  even  in 
toda/s  workforce.  What  many  em- 
ployers don't  realize  is  that  it^s  not 
up  to  them  to  determine  your  ca- 
reer or  retirement  plans  for  you.  In 
determining  the  most  qualified  ap- 
plicant for  a  given  position,  an  em- 
ployer should  compare  the  candi- 
dates' aptitude  for  the  position  and 
leave  age  out  of  it.  As  EEOC  Dis- 
trict Diredor  Joan  Ehrlich  stated  in 
a  recent  press  release  touting  their 
settlement  with  the  Qty  of  San  Jose 
who  allegedly  denied  a  promotion 
toa  qualified  72  year-old  employee: 
"many  employers  today  find  it  nec- 
essary to  continue  to  work  into  tlieir 
late  60s  and  70s  —  not  only  for  their 
economic  needs,  but  because  they 
find  work  challenging  and  reward- 
ing." 

Q.  I  just  read  something  abqpt  a 
case  in  California  where  a  judge 
ruled  that  United  Parcel  Service  was 
discrinrunating  against  deaf  people 
by  not  allowing  them  to  drive  their 
delivery  trucks.  I  just  applied  for  a 
position  delivering  soft  drir\ks  for  a 
major  distributor  but  they  told  me  I 
wouldn't  tie  eligible  because  I  have 
some  hearing  loss.  Can  I  sue  them 
for  discrimination?  -Rebuffed  and 
Riled  Up,  Twin  Falls,  ID 

A:  Before  you  march  down  to 
court,  let  me  explain  some  of  the 
more  complex  elements  of  that  UPS 
case.  The  Appeals  Court  ruled  that 
UPS  violated  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  by  categorically  ex- 
cluding people  from  positions  as 


Foreign  &  Domestic 
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Solar  Water  Heater 

Dear  EarthTalk;  I  heard  that  us- 
ing a  solar  powered  water  heater 
in  my  home  would  reduce  my 
C02  emissions  significantly.  Is 
this  true?  And  what  are  the  costs? 
-Anthony  Gerst,  Wapello,  lA 

According  to  mechanical  engi- 
neers at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin's  Solar  Energy  Labo- 
ratory, an  average  four-person 
household  with  an  electric  wa- 
ter heater  needs  about  6,400  kilo- 
watt hours  of  electricity  per  year 
to  heat  their  water.  Assuming  the 
electricity  is  generated  by  a  tyoi- 
cal  power  plant  with  an  effi- 
ciency of  around  30  percent,  it 
means  that  the  average  electric 
water  heater  is  responsible  for 
about  eight  tons  of  carbon  diox- 
ide (C02)  annually,  which  is  al- 
most double  that  emitted  by  a 
typical  modem  automobile. 

The  same  family  of  four  using 
either  a  nahiral  gas  or  oil-fired  wa- 
ter heater  will  contribute  about 
two  tons  of  C02  emissions  armu- 
ally  in  heating  their  water. 

Surprising  as  it  may  seem,  ana- 
lysts believe  that  the  annual  to- 
tal C02  produced  by  residential 
water  heaters  throughout  North 
America  is  roughly  equal  to  that 

firoduced  by  all  of  the  cars  and 
ight  trucks  driving  around  the 
continent.  Another  way  of  look- 
ing at  it  is:  If  half  of  all  house- 
holds used  solar  water  heaters, 
the  reduction  in  C02  emissions 
would  be  the  same  as  doubling 
the  fuel -efficiency  of  all  cars. 

And  that  might  not  be  such  a 
tall  order.  According  to  the  En- 
vironmental and  Energy  Study 
Institute  (EESI),  there  are  1.5 
million  solar  water  heaters  al- 
ready in  use  in  U.S.  homes  and 
businesses.  Systems  can  work  in 
any  clirnate  and  EESI  estimates 
that  40  percent  of  all  U  S.  homes 
have  sufficient  access  to  sunlight 
such  that  29  million  additional 
solar  heaters  could  be  installed 
right  now. 

Another  great  reason  to  make 
the  switch  is  a  financial  one.  Ac-

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Where  Do  You  Buy 
Your  Groceries?? 

The  results  are  in!  Safeway  was 
the  most  used  supermarket  based 
upon  the  limited,  n on -scientific 
survey  of  Visitacion  Valley  resi- 
dents. The  "supermarket"  survey 
was  developed  to  illustrate  a  point 
and  not  to  conclusively  determine 
the  prevailing  opinion  of  our  di- 
verse community.  The  results 
show  that  the  majority  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Visitacion  Valley  cur- 
rently shop  for  groceries  at  tradi- 
tional full  service  supermarkets 
such  as  Safeway  and  not  specialty 
markets  such  as  Trader  Joe's  and 
Whole  Foods. 

Of  the  25  respondents,  52  per- 
cent selected  Safeway  as  the  mar- 
ket that  their  household  did  "the 
majority  of  your  grocery  shop- 
ping." Twenty  percent  selected 
Trader  Joe's  and  16  percent  se- 
lected FoodsCo. 

Sixty-five  percent  of  the  re- 
spondents shopped  for  groceries 
"two  to  four  times  per  month" 
and  30  percent  shopfwd  "five  or 
more  times  a  month."  Interest- 
ingly, those  that  shopped  at 
Trader  Joe's  shopped  more  often. 
About  half  of  those  that  shopped 
"five  or  more  times  a  month" 
were  Trader  Joe's  shoppers, 
while  most  of  the  Safeway  shop- 
pers only  shopped  "two  to  four 
limes  per  month." 

Surveys  can  be  notoriously 
m.isleading  if  the  context  that  they 
were  prepared  is  not  clearly  ex- 
plained and  the  respondents  are 
not  randomly  selected.  This  par- 
ticular survey  only  surveyed  a 
small  population  and  could  not 
represent  all  the  diversity  of  our 
neighborhooci.  However  it  is  use- 
ful as  a  starting  point  for  a  more 
comprehensive  survey  of  our 
opinions.

If  the  candidate 
took  his  beans  and  boiled  them,  it 
was  called  "cooking  the  election." 

Long  a^,  in  small  electiwis  with 
few  voters,  offidals  asked  the  crowd 
to  show  a  preference  by  simply  rais- 
ing their  hands.  This  was  called 
"hand-picking  a  candidate" 

Paper  ballots  appealed  in  the  19th 
century.  Voters  could  drcle  or  check 
their  selectioa  or  they  could  "vmte 
in"  somebody  else.  This  worked  un- 
til several  folks  wrote  "Nobod/'  on 
their  ballots. 

When  Notxxly  won,  officials  had 
to  find  a  guy  by  that  name  to  send 
to  the  legislature.  Buthe didn't  want 
to  go. 

Today  states  can  select  paper  bal- 
lots, computer  voting,  optical  scans, 
or  punch  cards. 

How  do  we  choose  candidates? 
In  the  early  days,  party  leaders 
made  that  selectioa  In  1903  Wiscon- 
sin held  the  first  primary,  allowing 
several  aspirants  to  seek  numerous 
offices.

One  ser- 
geant took  off  after  the  suspect  who 
suddenly  started  runningaway  The 
other  sergeants  took  a  different 
route  to  cut  off  the  suspect's  escape 
route.  The  suspect  discarded  black 
^oves  and  then  discarded  a  firearm 
from  his  waistband  area.  Other 
Ingleside  officers  arrived  to  assist 
and  the  suspect  was  taken  into  cus- 
tody nearby  by  two  officers,  The 
weapon  discarded  was  a  loaded  re- 
volver The  su^^ect,  who  liveson  the 
700  block  of  Missouri,  was  booked 
on  weapons,  resistingarrestand  ve- 
hicular warrant  charges. 

"On  Sept.  21  at  5  p.m.,  officers  ob- 
served a  physcial  rigiit  in  the  street 
on  the  1700  block  of  Sunnydale. 
After  an  investigation  they  arrested 
a  woman  with  no  permanent  \oca\ 
address  for  criminal  threats  and 
battery. 

•On  Sept.  22  at  2:54  p.m.,  officers 
went  to  a  vacant  housing  unit  on  the 
600  block  of  Velasco  at  the  request 
of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Au- 
thority and  cited  a  resident  of  the 
700  block  of  lerrold  for  trespassing. 
At  402  p.m.  an  officer  was  on  pa- 
trol on  on  the  1500  block  of 
Sunnydale  when  suddenly  he  ob- 
served a  suspect  with  a  firearm 
shooting  into  a  crowd  on  the  1600 
block  of  Sunnydale.  The  officer 
called  tor  assistance  with  numerous 
Ingleside  and  Bayview  officers  re- 
sponding to  the  scene.  An  officer 
alighted  from  his  patrol  car  and  be- 
gan a  chase  of  the  suspect  who  was 
holding  the  firearm,  southbound  on 
Santos  towards  Brookdale.  He  then 
ran  between  buildings  and  emerged 
again  on  the  1500  block  of 
Suruiydale  with  blood  on  his  face 
and  sans  the  firearm.  The  officer 
took  the  suspect  into  custody  at 
gunpoint.  A  victim  in  the  shooting 
was  taken  by  friends  to  San  Fran- 
cisco General  Hospital  suffering 
from  gunshot  wounds  to  the  chest 
and  left  torso  but  were  not  believed 
to  be  life  threatening  according  to 
physicians.  Witnesses  stated  that  the 
firearm  used  by  the  suspect  had 
been  picked  up  by  passersby  and 
that  the  suspect  had  been  beaten  by 
residents  in  the  area  just  before  the 
officer  arrested  him.

When  the  officers  arrived  at 
the  possible  burglary  scene  there 
were  numerous  juveniles  inside  the 
premise  including  one  that  matched 
the  description  of  the  juvenile  who 
had  picked  up  the  gun  from  the 
shooting  earlier  in  the  day  When 
the  juveniles  were  allowed  to  leave 
the  premise,  the  officers  found  a 
firearm  under  a  couch  directly 
where  the  juvenile  had  been  sitting 
that  matched  the  description  of  the 
juvenile  who  had  picked  up  the  fii«- 
arm.
